GIVES AID TO NAVAJOS 

The American Red Cross on 
December 9th, appropriated $100,- 
000 for immediate stop-gap aid 
for Indians on the Navajo and 
Hopi Reservations in Utah, Ariz¬ 
ona and New Mexico, it was an¬ 
nounced by Basil O’Connor, Red 
Cross President. The appropria¬ 
tion was made for immediate 
use pending action on an emer¬ 
gency bill now before Congress. 

Quick action in affording the 
Indians aid through the Nava¬ 
jo Service Red Cross Chapter at 
Window Rock, Arizona, was as¬ 
sured by the Red Cross grant. 
Two trained disaster relief work¬ 
ers, Richard (,'Tdon and Rich¬ 
ard T. Van Me. e, Jr., both of 
San Francisco, were dispatched 
today to assist the Window Rock 
Chapter. Cordon is Disaster Re¬ 
lief Director of the Pacific Area 
of the Red Cross. Van Metre is 
Assistant Director of Home Scr 
vice. 

The Junior Red Cross already 
has provided Navajo children 
on the reservation with $5,000 
worth of supplies which include 
cod liver oil, eye glasses, first 
aid kits and wool cloth. An ad¬ 
ditional $23,000 worth of sup¬ 
plies now is being procured and 
this will include 3000 wool 
blankets, $9000 wortli of educa¬ 
tional equipment, 250 pairs of 
; pyp glasses and 100 first aid 
kits.
